The  watches  and  clocks  of  the  nation  are  ticking  away  the  minutes  and 
seconds  until  victory,  and  in  Bradley  School  of  Horology  are  some  of  the  men 
and  women  who  are  keeping  those  watches  ticking.  The  school,  which  is  one  of 
the  finest  in  the  country,  was  founded  in  La  Porte,  Indiana  in  1886.  It  was 
known  as  the  Parsons  Institute  until  1897  when  it  became  a  part  of  Bradley. 
In  session  the  year  round,  the  school  holds  classes  six  days  a  week,  from  eight 
in  the  morning  until  five. 

Courses  in  engraving,  jewelry  and  stonesetting,  watchwork  and  repairing 
are  offered. 

One  of  the  fine  war  jobs  the  school  is  doing  is  to  provide  a  vocation  for 
many  under  the  rehabilitation  program. 

George  J.  Wild,  dean  of  the  school,  and  his  trained  staff  are  carrying  on 
despite  wartime  hardships.
